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Reference character 181 has been replaced with reference characters 181 A, 181B, and 

181C. 

REMARKS 

The drawings were amended to correct reference characters. The specification was 
amended to reflect the corrections to the drawings. Claims 2-7, 9-20, 25-31, 33, 35, and 37 
are standing in this application. Claims 21-24 and 36 are cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer to the subject matter contained therein. No new matter has been entered. 
Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the standing claims are respectfully requested. 

At page 2, paragraph 4 of the Office Action, the drawings were objected to as failing 
to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because the reference character "11" and the reference 
characters "169", "177", "179", and "181" were used to designate multiple elements in the 
same view. Applicant respectfully traverses the objection based on the amendments above 
and the following remarks. 

To address the objection to the drawings raised in the Office Action, Applicant is 
submitting herewith replacement drawing sheets of FIGS. 1-23, which include changes to 
FIGS. 1,3-6, and 1 1 . The changes were made to overcome the objections and comply with 
37 CFR 1.84(p)(4). Applicant respectfully submits that the corrected drawings sheets comply 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d). No new matter has been added. Therefore, Applicant respectfully 
requests withdrawal of the objection to the drawings. 

Applicant has amended the specification to properly reflect the correction to the 
drawings in the specification. Accordingly, Applicant has amended paragraphs [0048], 
[0053], [0055], [0057]-[0063], [0065], [0067], [0069], [0070], [0073], [0075], and [0076]. 
No new matter has been added. 
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At page 4, paragraph 5 of the Office Action, claims 21-24 and 36 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Applicant has cancelled claims 21-24 and 36 without prejudice or disclaimer to the subject 
matter contained therein. Therefore, the rejection with respect to claims 21-24 and 26 is now 
rendered moot. 



At page 5, paragraph 8 of the Office Action claims 2-7, 9-20, 25-31, 33, 35, and 37 
are allowed. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Office issue a timely notice 
of allowance.
